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4 Illinois Republicans 
have presidential hopes

Mlinois has no shortage of 
ambitious Republican politicas. 

The state branch of the GOP 
tree has four Republicans who 
consider themselves potential 
presidential timber 8 Gov. 
James Thompson, Sen. Charles 
Percy, Cong. John B. Anderson 
of Rockford and Cong. Philip M. 
Crane of Mt. Prospect. 

Whether a sufficient number 
of their peers shares their self- 
assessment to qualify them as 
serious contenders probably 
will be known before 
Republicans meet in August 
1980 to select their stan- 
dardbearer. 

None of the four is an openly 
avowed contender. 3 

But each has sufficient 
stature that a full-fledged 
presidential bid, or even trial 
ballooning, cannot be lightly 
dismissed as purely self- 
aggrandizement. 

‘Thompson, who rase to fame 
as a federal prosecutor by 
jailing Chicago Democrats, was 
touted as a presidential 
possibility even before he was 
elected governor by a record- 
breaking 1,390,000 vote plurality 
in his first bid for any elective 
office. 

Now running for re-election, 
he is not openly courting 
presidential speculation. But he 
does not shoot it down either by 
committing himself to serve a 
full four-year term if re-elected. 

Thompson, at 42, is one of 
those “new faces"’ that the GOP 
always talks about but never 
gets around to running for the 
nation’s highest office. 

There have been suggestions 
that the presidential parade 
may have passed Percy by. He 
created an exploratory com- 
mittee to assess his prospects in 
1973 but put his plans on the 
back burner a year later when 
Gerald Ford decided to seek 
election. 

Percy, 59, running for a third 
six-year Senate term, is not 
actively engaged in presidential 
planning. 

But if the moderate-liberal 
wing of the GOP seeks a counter 
to a conservative candidate, 
Percy, along with Thompson, 
would have to be considered. 

Crane and Anderson, poles 
apart politically, are the newest 
Illinois entrants and have been 
more definite than Thompson or 
Percy in outlining their 
presidential aspirations. 


Crane, chairman and a 
founder of the American 
Conservative Union, says he 
would consider being the 
candidate — for conservatives 
te rally around ~ if Ronald 
Reagan does not run. 

He is not — contrary to a 
recent inaccurate wire service 
report — saying he definitely 
will run if Reagan does not. 

Anderson is giving thought to 
running as a counter to con 
servatives. 

“My quarrel is not with 

tives per se but with 
the so-called ‘new right’,” 
Anderson said. 

Anderson regards the “New 
Right’? — which tried un- 
successfully to unseat him in 
the.primary — as representing 
points of view beyond the scope 
of traditional conservative 
Republican organizations. 

Singe both also are con 
sidering challenging Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson, D-Ill., in 1980, the 
suspicious might view their 
presidential talk as but a 
gambit to garner public at- 
tention. 

But each of them regards the 
other as being serious. And they 
are regarded on Capitol Hill as 
intelligent, articulate 
spokesmen who get national 
attention for their opposing 
points of view. 

Crane says it is a toss-up 
whether Anderson or Thompson 
would prove more of a 
challenge to the conservatives. 

“Jim has got 
recognition,”’ said Crane. 
burst on the scene lik 
bombshell with his initial 
victory, and he is certain to win 
again by a landslide. And 
Thompson is one of those ‘new 
faces’. 

“But [ think Anderson is 
vastly more articulate, and he 
could present the liberal case 
more effectively.” 

While Crane tends to discount 
Percy, Anderson thinks the 
state's senior senator cannot be 
ruled out. 

Percy, like Thompson, also 
won with a million-plus 
plurality in his last time out and 
is favored to win big again, 

Anderson agrees that the fact 
that four Illinoisans are in the 
picture could dimish their in- 
dividual strengths nationally. 

“Tt does complicate things,” 
he said. .

NFIB 
has 525,000 -members_nation- 
wide, including nearly 16,000 in 
Ilinois. 


U.S. funds 
allotted to 
schools 


Congressman Melvin Price 
(D-23rd) has announced that the 
Office of Education in the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare has 
authorized tentative payments 
to schoals in Madison and St. 
Clair counties in excess of 
$800,000 as a result of a program 
to assist schools in federally 
affected areas 

Congressman Price stated 
that the funds are distributed to 


areas that are compelled toc 


spend extra sums of money due 
to federal facilities that are not 
required to pay real estate 
taxes. 

“At the present tim 
Congressman Price said, “the 
totals are only tentative based 
upon estimates provided in the 
applications for the grants. The 
entitlements may be lower 
when actual data is collected 
from the schools.’ 

Congressman Price said that 
some of the funds are being 
released immediately and 
should be received by the 
schools in mid-May 

Among the allotments to 18 
school disjtricts was $116,909 to 
Granite City School District 9 
with an immediate payment of 
$50,622; allocation of $20,461 to 
Madison School District 12 with 
immediate payment of $1,094 
and $9,419 to Venice School 
District 3 with an immediate 
Payment of $380.

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The cost and availability of 
product liability insurance is 
cited as a major problem for 
small firms all over the U.S. 
About half of the Illinois NFIB 
members responding to the poll 
said the product liability 
dilemma has a direct impact on 
their businesses. 

Of that number, 98 percent 
‘said they favored establishing a 
statute of limitations which 
would allow lawsuits involving 
products to be filed only within 
a specified number of years 
after purchase, 

Similar statutes have been 
established in other states as 
one means of lowering liability 
insurance costs. 

Seventy-nine percent of those 
affected by the product liability 
issue said that either the cost or 
availability of insurance is one 
of their major problems. Sixty- 
three percent said their product 
liability premiums have in- 
creased by more than 50 per- 
cent during the past two years, 
and 35 percent said they have 
had difficulty securing liability 
insurance. 

In other results of the NFIB 
poll, 72 percent of the small 
business people said they op- 
posed a school district income 
tax act now being considered by 
the Illinois General Assembly. 

The act would allow a school 
system to levy a local income 
tax if approved by a public vote 
Twenty-three percent said they 
favored the proposal and five 
percent gave no opinion. 

Fifty-three percent of the 
respondents said they favored 
passage of legislation which 
would prohibit non-farm cor- 
porations from becoming 
directly involved in farming. 
Thirty-nine percent were op- 
posed to such legislation and 
eight percent were undecided. 

Eighty-five percent of the 
respondents said they oppose 
lower utility rates for certain 
low-income users, the cost of 
which would be shifted to all 
other users. Ten percent 
favored the lower rates and five 
percent were undecided.

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‘Some school terms to be 
shortened due to weather 


State School Supt. Joseph M. 
Cronin said last week he, ex- 
pects to approve again this year 
more than 100 requests from 
school districts for “act of God” 
waivers of the minimum school 
term. 

“AS was the case a year ago,” 
the superintendent said, ‘‘the 
harsh winter took its toll in 
school closings due to ice, snow, 
fuel shortages and power 
outages. Fortunately, school 
districts unable to hold classes 
the required 176 days may be 
excused with no loss in state aid 
if their failure to meet the 
minimum term was due to acts 
of God."” 

More than 100 schools 
systems took advantage of the 
“act of Gad" provision last year 
and were granted approval for 
at least some of the days, 
Cronin said. 

Earlier this year, the Illinois 
Office of Education which 
Cronin heads had asked local- 
level school officials to adjust 
schedules and modify vacations 
in order to make up as much as 


possible for days lost during tbe 
winter. 

“Many districts cancelled or 
shortened their spring recess 
and others will extend the 
school year into June as 
needed,"’ according to the 
superintendent. 

He said boards and 
superintendents also were 
asked to submit formal requests 
for waivers, stating how many 
days they have made up or will 
make up. Those requests, along 
with recommendations of 
regional superintendents, are 
currently being reviewed by the 
state education agency staff, he 
added. 

Supt. Cronin said he has 
written Gov, James Thompson, 
advising him, “We will do our 
best to balance the important 
goal of maintaining a full year 
of education for all children 
with the need to cushion 
financial and scheduling hard- 
ships on schools after such a 
winter.” Thompson had 
requested that requests for 
waivers be approved.

The Granite City Council will 
meet in a special session at 7 
p.m, Tuesday to discuss 
engineering matters concerning 
the proposed downtown over- 
pass and some uncompleted 
phases of the city’s secondary 
sewage treatment plant on the 
grounds of ,the Army 
Installation. 

Aaron Pierson, vice-president 
of the M. W. Architects & 
Engineering, St. Louis, is 
scheduled to attend the meeting 
to answer questions by council 
members concerning the two 
projects. The M. W. firm 
handled the engineering work 
on the sewage ‘treatment plant 
project and is handling similar 
work on the overpass project. 

Mayor Paul Schuler told 
council members a week ago 
that the planning and con- 
struction schedule for the $6- 
million overpass job has been 
running behind, a factor that 
could endanger the city's ap- 
plications for grant funds under 
the Federal Aid to Urban 
System projects. 

Schuler noted also that some 
phases of the sewage treatment 
plant construction are still 
uncompleted and that council 
members may have questions 
concerning that project.

The Madison School District 
will receive a recommendation 
for full recognition by the 
Illinois State Board of 
Education based on an 
evaluation inspection made 
Monday, April 17. 

The Madison Board of 
Education reviewed a seven- 
page school evaluation form at 
its Thursday night meeting. 

The evaluation team con 
sisted of Harold Briggs, Elmer 
Jackson, Joe Brewer, C. A

The summary report read in 
part, “The educational needs of 
children are being met in an 
adequate delivery system, 
given the constraints of a 
delayed building program, a 
temporary desegregation plan 
and shrinking revenue.

While Illinois Congressman 
Sidney R. Yates and Morgan F 
Murphy, Chicago Democrats, 
have net worth of more than 
$500,000 each, Congressman 
Melvin Price of this district — 
dean of the Illinois delegation — 
has assets of less than $50,000. 

A more detailed financial 
disclosure than in the past was 
revealed Thursday in 
Washington through new 
statements required by 1977 
House rules.

Taxpayers of Madison School 
District 12 will pay school tax 
bills this summer on a new rate 
of $3.232 per $100 assessed 
valuation, an increase of 12.2 
cents above last year's rate of 
$3.11, School board members 
were informed in a meeting 
Thursday night. 

The rate increase followed a 
cut of $2.3 million in the 
district's assessed valuation 
which has been set at $20,787,320 
for the 1977 tax year on which 
bills will be based for collection 
this year, Last year’s valuation 
‘was $23,186,478. 

Virtually all of the district's 
rate increase is in two funds — 
an increase of 7.5 cents in the 
municipal retirement fund rate 
which has been set at 40.9 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation this 
year, and an increase of 4.5 
cents in the rate for bonds and 
interest, set at 61.4 cents this 
year. 

A breakdown of the new rate 
and the amounts levied for 
collection include 

Education fund, $376,000 
levied, rate of $1.60 per $100 
valuation; building fund, $88,125 
levy, 37.5 cents rate; tran 
sportation fund $28,200, 12 cent 
rate; municipal rate retirement 
$84,999 and 40.9 cents; fire 
prevention and safety $11,750 
levy and 5 cents rate; special 
education $9,400 and 4 cents 
rate; bonds and interest 
$127,511 levy and 61.4 cents rate, 
and liability insurance $4,911 
levy and 2.4-cent rate.

Recent developments make it 
clear that “Lambert Field will 
be saturated much earlier than 
was anticipated and that the 
massive delays which 
Secretary of Transportation 
Brock Adams foresaw will 
occur,’’ the Illinois House 
Appropriations Committee was 
told last week. 

In testimony at a budget 
hearing in Springfield, Arven H 
Saunders, executive director of 
‘The St. Louis Metropolitan Area 
Airport Authority, said 

“We strongly believe Lam 
bert will not be able to meet 
future aviation demands of the 
St. Louis area 

“Traffic has increased 
dramatically as a result of new 
discount fares, clearly in- 
dicating the trend of passenger 
volume which can be expected 
from “further efforts at 
deregulation."’ 

The Authority is responsible 
for developing a new airport for 
the St. Louis metropolitan area 
at the Columbia-Waterloo site in 
Illinois. 


It has been seeking approval 
of a $324,700 budget for the 1978- 
79 fiscal year starting July 1. 


This was compared with 
$1,115,827 appropriated by the 
State of Missouri for the 
Missouri-St. Louis Metropolitan 
Airport Authority for the same 
period. 


The Missouri Authority, with 
a $621,738 budget for the 1977-78 
year, was established to oppose 


State mental health 
code powers upheld 


seeking more information for 
state and mental health offices 
around the country. 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott said last week 
that a U.S. District Court ruling

Scott said the issue in the case 
challenging the Illinois Mental 
Health Code was whether it was 
unconstitutional to commit an 
individual who was considered 
dangerous to himself or to 
others. in the absence of the 
commission of a recent, overt 
act. 
~. Scott said that the issue had 
caused five other states, 
Wisconsin, lowa, Nebraska, 
Alabama and Hawaii, to have 
their mental health laws 
overturned by federal courts. 

The Illinois decision, returned 
April 13, has brought hundreds 
of phone calls since then to the 
attorney general's office,

The United States District 
Court for the Northern District 
of Illinois, composed of Judges 
Wilber F. Pell Jr., Phillip W 
Tone and Thomas R. McMillen, 
reached a unanimous decision 
in support of the Illinois law, 
noting that none of the other 
cases striking down state laws 
had been presented with the 
quality of expert testimony 
presented by Attorney General 
Scott's staff.

The court in its decision ob- 
served that attorneys for the ill 
could raise the question of the 
absence of an overt act and a 
case-by-case basis, in an attack 
on whether or not there was 
“clear and convincing” 
evidence to support the com- 
mitment of an individual. 

The three-judge panel 
assessed the costs of the action 
agaist the plaintiff, the Cook 
County Legal Assistance 
Foundation.

Canteen Creek 
flooding study 


Booker Associates, Inc., St. 
Louis, has been selected by the 
INinois Department of Tran- 
sportation, Division of Water 
Resources, to conduct a 
strategic planning study for 
Canteen Creek in Madison and 
St. Clair counties. 

‘The study will determine the 
average annual damages 
caused by flooding from Can- 
teen Creek and will recommend 
measures to reduce these 
losses. There are four major 
elements to the study: 

1, Determination of the 
damage through detailed 
hydrologic analysis of the 
watershed, using a computer 
model to ‘calculate discharge 
frequency curves for points 
where damages occur. 

2, An hydraulic analysis of the 
stream to determine water 
surface elevation for various 
discharges using aerial map- 
ping to supplement field 
measurements 

3, Determination of average 
annual damages caused by 
flooding through integration of 
stage damage curves with stage 
discharge curves. 

4. An analysis of measures 
which would reduce damages 
with a benefit-cost ratio 
established for each alternative 
or combination of im- 
provements. 

The project will be coor- 
dinated with communities af- 
fected by® flooding, and citizen 
participation will be  en- 
couraged. 

A report outlining the 
hydrologic, hydraulic and 
economic aspects of the study 
along with a recommended plan 
of improvement is expected to 
be completed by September:

Should GC schools or Opportunity 
Commission teach four-year-olds? 


A proposal for the Granite 
City Board of Education to turn 
over its Head Start pre-school 
program to the Madison County 
Economic Opportunity Com- 
mission, which would then 
conduct its own Head Start 
program in GC school facilities, 
was tabled by the Granite City 
Board of Education last week so 
members can obtain additional 
information and opinions. 

Edward Schenk, Alton, 
executive director of the 
Madison County EOC, has 
proposed that the school district 
turn over its pre-school center 
and its Title I program for four- 
year-olds to the EOC. The 
school . district would be 
responsible for building 
maintenance, basic utilities, 
insurance and other costs, in 
return for which about $189,000 
— appropriated for the current 
Title I program — would be 
freed to be used for remedial 
mathematics and reading 
programs in all district schools, 
if the federal government would 
approve the new programs. 

One is that the Board of 
Education would lose control 
over the program, except that it 
would have the ability to 
discontinue the contract with 
the EOC at any time it felt the 
program was not being con- 
ducted in the best interests of 
students 

Another consideration was 
that the EOC would use dif- 
ferent guidelines for deciding 
which students could attend the 
Head Start classes, thus 
denying continued participation 
in the program for some 
families currently involved in 


“The EOC has indicated its, 
program would serve about the 
same number of children 
currently being served, ap- 

. proximately 120. 

However, the young students 
would be selected on the basis of 
family income, with a 
maximum income of $5,200 for 
families with one child. 

Currently, they are selected 
from “target schools” which 
Title I has approved as being 
schools in lower-income areas 
or serving,low-income children. 

Some parents who object to 
allowing the EOC to operate the 
program contend that the target 
school method allows a cross- 
section of students from various 
economic backgrounds to 
participate, rather than 
singling out low-income and 
“welfare’’ children as a 
separate class. 

There also is concern among 
current Head Start teachers 
that the quality of the pre-school 
program might decline if it is 
not under the school board's 
supervision, 

Dale C. Rea, assistant to the 
superintendent, related that a 
December letter — from 
Economic Opportunity Com-

simply not available. There was 
no further communication until 
we set up several meetings with 
Schenk in late March. 

“At that time, we discussed 
alternative means of 
cooperating with the EOC. 

“In the past. EOC has 
operated a summer program 
for children from 
economically disadvantaged 
families at a number of 
Granite City locations in 

several school buildings and 
at Kirkpatrick Homes. 

“Since they have received 
greatly-increased funding 
from the federal government, 
it is now their desire to 
eliminate the summer 
program and operate a 
program during the regular 
school year for four-year-old 
children. 

“By doing this, their program 
would be providing a com- 
petitive program for essentially 
the same children which we are 
presently serving with the Title 
I Pre-School. 

“Their establishment of such 
a program would make it 
doubtful that we could continue 
to receive approval, or that we 
would want to fund our pre- 
school program through Title I 

“The establishment of their 
program would make it possible 
for us to use the funds currently 
being spent on the Pre-School — 
approximately $189,000 — to 
expand the present Title I 
Reading Program or provide 
other services to serve more 
children in our school district. 

“Mrs. Ruth Lahr has_par- 
ticipated in all the meetings 
with Mr. Schenk, and is in 
agreement with me_ in 
recommending discontinuing of 
the Title I Pre-School Program 


and the use of those funds for 
expansion of Title I services to 
other children of the district. 

“Discontinuation of the 
present Pre-School Program 
would release for transfer to 
other available positions within 
the school district: four 
teachers, one nurse and one 
custodian. 

“Because of the limited 
number of aide positions in the 
district, it is doubtful that there 
will be openings for the five 
people presently employed in 
this category. 

“The elimination of this 
program would also eliminate 
any need for the old Logan 
building where the pre-school 
classes are presently housed. 

“It was our proposal to the 
EOC that, as a consideration for 
their allocation of $110,000 to 
operate a local pre-school 
program, we would recommend 
imaking the facility available to 
them without charge. 

“This offer would be made 
with the understanding that 
their program would serve 
approximately the same 
number of children — 120 in at 
least six classes — as are 
presently served by the Title I 
Program. The proposed terms 
of the agreement were outlined 
in a letter to Schenk. 

Dewey Melton, who serves as 
the school board's represen- 
tative on the Title I Advisory 
Committee, noted that the 
citizen committee has voted 14 
to 4 in favor of the EOC 
program and recommended 
that the district “give the 
program a chance.” 

He. said those who voted 
against the proposal were 
mostly “teachers who may lose 
their jobs."” 


About 20 persons at last 
week's board meeting opposed 
the EOC proposal. One said 
after the meeting that there is 
more opposition than the 
committee vote indicates.” 

She alleged the vote was 
“railroaded through the 
committee,” and that some of 
the parents who voted in favor 
of the EOC proposal actually 
were against it and did not know 
how they were voting at the 
time. 

During the school board 
meeting, Board Member L. 
Monroe Worthen said he felt 
there was an attempt “‘to 
stampede us into making a snap 
judgment.” 

He said the board has not had 
an opportunity to see how the 
EOC Head Start program is 
working in other school 
districts. 

School Supt. B. J. Davis said 
he does not know of any districts 
nearby which have contracted 


“With the EOC for such a 


program. 

He said Alton did have an 
EOC program in operation, but 
discontinued it because of a 
disagreement over building 
maintenance, and not over the 
educational quality of the 
program. 

The superintendent said 
additional remedial and support 
programs are needed at the 
district's other schools and that 
these could be provided if the 
$189,000 is released. 

Worthen said he believes 
accepting such a program 
would be ‘‘delegating our 
responsibility away," and made 
a motion that the issue be tabled 
until the next meeting. The 
tabling was approved

Dear S.K.: 

Clogged emotional 
openings are suffocating your 
output.

She has been a business 
educator for 12 years at Eastern 
Arizona College, where she 
chairs the Division of Business. 
She is listed in ‘Outstanding 
Educators af America." 

Currently completing work 
toward her doctoral degree at 
Arizona State University, Miss 
Chancellor is a former resident 
of Watseka, Ill, and received 
her B.S. and M.S. degrees from 
the University of Illinois College 
of Commerce. 

Advancing the status of 
working women in America 
continues to be the main thrust 
of political action, education, 
career advancement and job 
training programs supported by 
the National Federation of 
Business and Professional 
Women’s organization, Miss 
Chancellor said. 

The top priority action of 
Congress and state legislatures 
for the benefit of working 
women remains passage of the 
Equal Rights Amendment, she 
pointed out, noting that many of 
the needed changes in attitude 
toward working women started 
because of the push for passage 
of ERA. 

Future projections anc 
current profiles in the nation’s 
work force require these 
changes in laws and_ public 
attitudes to provide  op- 
portunities for women to work, 
she said. 

Miss Chancellor noted that 
some 12 million women will join 
the nation’s labor force by 1990, 
compared to 10 million men; 

The average working woman 
has 12.5 years of education, the 
same as her male counterpart;

— Women now hold an in- 
creasing number of 
professional positions, con 
stituting 9.5 per cent of U.S.

In higher education, Miss 
Chancellor said, one out of five 
graduate business school 
students is a woman, and one 
out of four students in law or 
medica] school is a woman. 

Some 400 women are now on 
corporate boards of directors, 
compared to only 20 just five 
years ago, Miss Chancellor 
said. 

“We are the largest national 
foundation devoted to women 
helping women," the Arizona 
educator reminded the 
audience.

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Illinois citizens have right, duty to help curb child abuse 


Madison County Home Economics 
tension Office In 1977, 8,788 child 
abuse cases were reported in Illinois. The 
number of actual cases, however, was 
probably much greater. Many possible 
reasons account for the discrepancy bet- 
ween actual and reported abuse cases. 

Cases go undetected because parents do 
not seek help for themselves. Parents may 
also fail to seek needed medical attention 
and care for their injured child. 

Secondly, to avoid being reported, 
abusive parents seeking medical attention 
for their child tend to go to different doc- 
tors or different emergency rooms after 
abusive incidents. In this way no 
cumulative medical card is built to give 
cause for suspicion 

A third reason is that those required to 
file an abuse report with the Illinois Depar- 
tment of Children and Family Services, the 
child protection agency in Illinois, fail to 
do so. 

Ilinois’ child abuse reporting act man- 
dates that certain professionals report 
suspected abuse. These include doctors, 


dentists, chiropractors, osteopaths, school 
teachers and school administrators, 
registered and licensed practical nurses, 
and directors or staff assistants of nursery 
schools or child day care centers. But at 
times these professionals don't make the 
required reports. 

In addition, many cases go unreported 
because friends, neighbors, relatives or 
strangers aware of abuse do not want to 
get involved. Sometimes they fear the 
child may be in more danger if they do 
make a report ; 

Others hold the view that a child is 
parents’ property. They close their eyes 
and ears under the pretense of minding 
their own business. 

The fact that large numbers of abused 
children go undetected is a community 
problem and responsibility. The law 
provides that any citizen may report 
suspected abuse, and it further protects 
citizens reporting in good faith from being 
sued. Citizens need to report this problem 
when they see it if abused children and 
abusive parents are to be helped. 


Savings on generic drugs may require state monitoring 


Ulinois State Medical Society — Con- 
sumers could be cheated out of savings 
promised under the state’s new generic- 
drug substitution law 


The Illinois Department of Public 
Health is being urged to speed develop- 
ment of a monitoring system to gauge cost 
savings. The department is required under 
the law to assess consumer savings and 
report back to the legislature 

Although the law is to take effect July 1, 
the IDPH has not yet mapped the 
monitoring plan. We call upon the depart 
ment to announce a proposed monitoring 
program in conjunction with the listing of 
acceptable drug substitutes. The list is ex 
pected to be issued June 1; 


Potential cost reduction was the chief 
argument in favor of the new law. But 
without an effective monitoring system. it 
will be impossible to determine if patients 
are receiving the benefits of generic sub 
stitution, If no consumer savings appear, 


additional legislation may be needed to 
force pharmacists to pass on lower costs 
for generic drugs 


Although they may substitute only if the 
generid, drug has a lower price than the 
prescribed brand name product, they are 
Not required to pass on all cost savings to 
the consumer. A pharmacist could obtain 
a generic for $5 less than a brand name but 
reduce the patient's cost by only 25 cents. 
The only individual to benefit would be the 
pharmacist; only close monitoring can give 
assurance that this will not occur. 


The overall lack of safeguards in the 
new Illinois law makes it possible for the 
consumer to actually pay more for a lower- 
cost substitute. The law specifies only that 
the cost of the drug must be less. It does 
not prohibit a higher dispensing fee or 
packaging charge when substituting a 
generic drug. Physicians terminated a 1972 
experimental drug interchange program in 
Aurora because there was no significant 
cost reduction. 


Corporate personal tax, veterans’ group exemption votes 


Press-Record Springfield Bureau — The 
Ilinois Senate on Thursday passed two 
nearly identical constitutional amendment 
proposals to continue the corporate per 
sonal property tax, making certain voters 
will have an opportunity Nov. 7 to decide 
whether to retain the Jan. 1 deadline for 
abolition of the tax. 

Both measures previously passed the 
House. Election officials must deal with 
the legal muddle that is likely to result 
from the Senate's action. Both resolutions 
are eligible to be placed on the ballot. 

Passage of both measures before the 
legislature adjourned Thursday appeared 
to be the price of getting the 36 votes 
needed to pass a constitutional amend 
ment resolution in the Sénate. 


A proposal to exempt property 
belonging to veterans’ organizations from 
taxation was the only other constitutional 
amendment proposal cleared to be placed 
on the fall election ballot. The House 
voted 139 to [3 Thursday to concur with a 
Senate amendment to that proposal. 

A measure to return to election of the 
state superintendent df education failed 
again Thursday to get enough votes in the 
Hoiise, It received 97 votes, 10 shy of the 
required 107 and the same support it 
received in a test vote Wednesday. 


A similar proposal that passed the 
House earlier this spring-failed to get out 
of the Senate before it adjourned for the 
weekend. The deadline for General 
Assembly action on constitutional amend- 
ment proposals was Sunday. 

The House passed two’ personal proper- 
ty tax measures, one sponsored by Rep. 
Edward McBroom, R-Kankakee, and the 
second by Rep. Daniel Pierce, D-Highland 
Park. The McBroom proposal had been 
amended in the House to be identical, or 
nearly so, to the Pierce resolution, 

Sen. Sam Maragos,- D-Chicago, was 
Senate sponsor of both House proposals. 
When the Pierce proposal was called for a 
vote ahead, of the McBroom proposal 
Thursday, Republicans objected loudly, 
claiming the McBroom proposal, or none, 
would pass the Senate. 

Senate President Thomas Hynes, D- 
Chicago, called a Democratic caucus to 
discuss the issue. On the senators’ return, 
they passed the Pierce proposal by a vote 
of S1 to 0. The McBroom proposal then 
was quickly passed, $3 to 0. 

,Maragos thanked the senators for their 


“statesmanship.” Outside the chambers, be 
denied there will be any conflict. It will be 
up to the Board of Election to decide 
which proposal will go on the ballot, he 
said 

Sen. David Shapiro, R-Amboy, the 
Republican leader, doubted both amend- 
ments will be placed on the ballot 
However, he predicted the entire 
procedure followed by the General Assem- 
bly in passing such proposals will be tested 
in court. 


McBroom told reporters passage of both 
was assurance that “no one party could say 
their legislators got it passed.” 

Sen. Dawn Netsch, D-Chicago, a mem- 
ber of the 1970 Constitutional Convention, 
said she believes both proposals will have 
to be placed on the ballot. 

However, Sen. John Knuppel, D- 
Virginia, also a Convention delegate, said 
the legislature will be able to rescind its ac- 
tion on one of the proposals at some later 
date if there are complications. 


The 1970 Constitution sets Jan. 1 as the 
date for total abolition of the personal 
Property tax. However, it also requires that 
replacement tax revenue be provided. The 
tax is now levied only on corporations and 
other businesses. Individuals do not pay it. 

Businesses that pay the tax and their 
organizations, such as the state Chamber 
of Commerce and the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ Association, have never agreed on 
how to replace the tax. 


One measure to abolish the tax and 
Provide replacement taxes is at the amend- 
ment stage in the House. However, it is 
supported only by the Illinois Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association. 

The two proposals passed by the 
Negislature would remove the deadline 
from the Constitution and the mandate for 
abolition of the tax. The General Assem- 
bly would be empowered to abolish the tax 
if it chose, but it still would be required to 
provide replacement income, 

_The Constitution provides that a con- 
stitutional amendment “proposal be ap- 
proved either by three-fifths of those 
voting on the issue or by a majority of 
those voting in the election. 

If the Constitution is not changed and 
the tax is ended with no replacement, 
school districts and local governments 
would lose an estimated $500 million an- 
nually.
